weight and felt twice 
as 
strong, 
physically, . as he has in twenty- 
five years. 
While he has been a medical col- 
lege teacher of public health and 
personal hygiene for many years, 
he told me that he had learned that 
he has been wrong in thinking that 
physical 
training 
and exercise 


would not be good for him. When 
he went into the army he had weak 
and painful feet and frequent at- 
tacks of sciatica and lumbago. He 
thought the rigid physical training 
would break him up entirely. In- 
stead, he states that he has no trou- 
ble with his feet, leg?, or hack any- 
more, notwithstanding the fact that 
he is on his feet practically all day 
long. He gives the sensible and sci- 
entifically shaped army shoes part 
of the credit. 
. Jf this war does not last 
long, 
and does not cost loo many lives, 
it is going to teach us a number of 
life-saving truths. It is interesting 
to note, incidentally, that 
nerve 
specialists are reporting a great de- 
crease in the number of cases of ner 
vous prostration among leisure class 
women. 
The knitting, gardening, 


and preserving are said lo 
have 
played an important part in this 
great gain. The manner in which 
women have risen to lEeir part in 
this war has been about the most 
beautiful aspect of it. It is good 
lo know that they, too,, are receiv- 
ing some compensations for Iheir 
sacrifices.

Ington and Ilolten. It was written by 
Mr. Duane and given to the people on 
the second Thursday In December. It 
expresses thanks for the discharge of 
troops In the following words: 


"\Vhereas, It has pleased the Su- 


preme Ruler of'all human events to 
dispose the hearts of the late bellig- 
erent powers to put a period to the 
effusion of bunaa blood, by proclaim- 
ing a cessation of all hostilities by 
sea and land, and these United States 
are not only happily rescued from the 
dangers and calamities to which they 
have boon f o long exposed, but their 
freedom, 
sovereignty and Indepen- 


dence are ultimately acknowledged; 
and. whereas. In the process of a con- 
test or. .which the most essential rights 
of human nature depended the Inter- 
position of divine providence In our 
favor hath been most abundantly and 
most graciously manifested, and the 
citizens of these United States have 
every reason for praise and gratitude 
to the God of their salvation; ... the 
United States In congress assembled 
do renimmend It to the several states 
to set apart the second Thursday ia 
December next as a day of public 
thanksgiving."

"This data," says the 
preliminary report, "should give any 
man -who has land to clear a very 
fair idea of what it will cost him to 
dispose of the stumps on a farm in 
upper Wisconsin."

The high priced feeds fed to a poor cow-mean a big loss 
to the owner with Ihe high price of milk and butter fat one can feed 
"rain lo a Rood cow at a nice profit. 
The third important work was done with the improvement of gram, 
iter rye was urged strongly for new land. It is without doubt the 


surest and most profitable grain crop for the average soil of the county. 
The acreage for both winler and spring wheat has also increased. Owing 
to the fact that barley has not done well on sandy soils its acreage has 
remained about the same. Much work has been done with one treatment 
of grains with formaldehyde to prevent smut. This treatment is simple, 
costs about two cents an acre and saves on an average of $1.00 per acre 
to the farmer. No farmer ought to Sow grain without first treating the 
seed with formaldehyde.

For 18 weeks 
I taught agriculture in the Training school. This 
work is important for were it not for this training most rural school 
teachers would begin their teaching career without Ihe slightest idea 
of the fundamental principles of farming and thus have little or no sym- 
pathv for the farmer's real need. 
Many other lines of work have also been talen up. 
12Vj tons of 


spray material were sold to the farmers at a saving to them of over 
R300000. Five car loads of feed were handled at a saving of about S/oO.00 
and five cars of fertilizer at a saving of about 5900.00. Some of the'Oth- 
er problems worked out are figuring balanced rations, planting crop ro- 
tations, planning buildings, helping farmers select belter varieties of 
grain and other seeds, advising concerning better cultural practices for 
all crops.

ferent farms. There have been 1085 office and telephone calls and 3214 let- 
ters have been written.

The> results of the potato development work carried on the past 


four years stand out as the most prominent feature. The past season 
has not teen the most favorable for a large pbtato crop but our average 
yield has been larger and the quality better than it has been for years. 
Our table ttoclc has topped the market and many carloads sold at a pre- 
mium. We have an abundance of certified seed _slock aRain this year, 
a few cars of which have already been sold «t 2oc and 40c in advance 
of the regular price. Last spring hundreds ol bushels 6f certified seed 
sold for $150 per bushel and some sold for as high as *4jOO. During the 
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
